James Herron who surrendered to the authorities after the killing of 
Fred I>sughtery and who was carried to the Henderaon jail for safe keeping, 
where he has since been confined, was brought here Tuesday on the 11 o ck>ck 
train following the finding of an indictment, by the grand jury now sitting, for 
man slaughter, the penalty for which is two to tweoty-one years in the peni- 
tentiary at the discretion of the jury. He was accompanied by his brothers 
several fnends and went direct the Court house from the train. 

Judge G >rdon fixed hia boitd at S26U0.00 and it wa« immediately filled be- 
ing signed by several prominent citizena, after which he was releasetl from 
custody aad accompanied by his brothers and aevcral friends want the New 
Crittenden Hotel for dinner and in the afternoon went to Ceve-in-R(H-k, III., 
the home of the family. 

“The night nder” ca.es which were set for trial last Friday, were all post- 
poned until next court exceptiigc fcnir csm. which were on docket to succeed the 
Sullenger muMer csm* which ha. been engaging the court’s attention the whole 
week. The defendants are Alonso Gray, T<en Ji-nea, O. C. Peek and Boone 
Bush, and they were all here ready for trial, we are informed. excepUng Alon- 
in Gray who i. sick and unable to appear. Judge Gordon took this case under 
advisement WMineeday morning and on account of the illneM of one defendant 
and oneof the attorney, in the case, granted a continuance until the June term 
for the four named defendant.. 

Ernent .Slayden. who ha. been confined in the Henderron jail for safe 
seeping since the Novemiwr term of Circuit Court wa* retume«l here for trial 
last Monday aftern'Mtn. He *Und« indiettM tor willfull murd'-r, the (lenalty 
for which if convicteil i. life imprisonment or •laath. If neither of these per.- 
altie. is inflicted he c >uld t»e cleared or the jury may disagree. 

'The regular panel was i|Uicky exhausteil and only two jurors obtametl. 
When the rave ws* called Thursday morning Judge (»irdon oniered a 
venire of one hundred men .ummoneti from the extreme eastern section of the 
county. This numlier wan exhausted by two o’clock Friday aftermsm and only 
five men were left in box At that time Judge Gordon ordered another seveniy- 
flve, instructing the sheriff to have special rega-d for the fart that jur. is 
wouki be difficult to secure in the county of Crittenden. 

The last ten men plac^ in the jury ixix from the secoml venire were 
sufficient to fill the panel, more on ac'ount of the fset that the ('ommoawealth 
and the defense had exhausted their challeng«>s. thsn to the fact that either 
side was satisfieii with all the men in the Ixix. it is said five <tays have iM-en 
ronsum<Ml hy the commonwealth in examining its witnesses -sixty in nundwr. 
The defendant, pale and thin from long confinement was placed on the stsml 
Tueiuiay sftern'Hin to testify in his own Itehalf, and there are probably twenty 
more witnesses for the defence, and the entire week will no doubt Ite taken up 
in examining witnesses and in speeches. This is one of the most noted murder 
trials on recorti anil is attracting wide spreail interest. The court room is 
crowdeti at each sitting of the court even standing nsirn being at a pre- 
mium. The d'‘fendant is constantly attended hy his wife, who by her youth and 
beauty has enlisted much sympathy, and also hy hia mother. He ia represent- 
ed by Mon.

— Hasn’t Forgotten Tafts Promises. 



Whereas the President of the United States. William H. 
Taft, on August sixteenth, nineteen hundred and seven, in a 
speech at Columbus, Ohio, used the following language: 

*’A graduated income tax would also have a tendency to re- 
duce the motive for the accumulation of enormous wealth, but the 
Supreme Court has held an income tax not to be a valid exercise 
of power by the Federal Government. The objection to it from a 
practical standpoint is its inquisitorial character and the premium 
it puts on perjury. In times of great national need, however, an 
income tax would be of great assistance in furnishing means to 
carry on the Government and it is not free from doubt how the 
Supreme Court, with changed membership, would view a new 
income-tax law under such conditions. The court was nearly 
evenly divided *in the last case, and during the civil war great 
sums were collected without judicial interference, and, as it waa 
then supposed, within the federal power;” and 

Whereas in his inaugural address he gave to the AmericaiK 
people no suggestions relative to the passage of a revenue meas- 
ure containing a tax upon incomes; and 

Whereas in his first message to the Congress of the United 
States, upon the sixteenth day of March, nineteen hundred and 
nine, upon the question of the passage of a biU to raise revenue, 
he gav»* to Congress the information that there would be a deficit 
in the Treasury of the United States by July first of one hundred 
millions of dollars: Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the House of Representatives of the 
United States of America respectfully request the President of the 
United States to advise Congress as to whether or not in his opinion 
the “times of great national need” have not come when “an in- 
come tax would be of great assistance in furnishing means to carry 
on the Government;” and if so, that he will communicate to the 
Congress his recommendations relative to imposing a tax upon in- 
comes, to the end that the rich may bear their just proportion of 
the burdens of the Government.
